7. Mr. Beresford also stated that Congressman Anfuso's sub- 
committee will begin hearings on 28 May on the Soviet lunik shot. Anfuso's 
subcommittee will be concerned only with the shot itself and net with any 
background information. Anfuse would like to have the Agency submit a 
short paper (2-3 pages) containing a comparison of Soviet and United 
States space technolegy. The purpose of the paper would be te permit 
the subcommittee to better assess material concerning the Seviet shot.
